Bank robbery 
suspect

Hickman County Elementary School Principal 
Richard Todd reported to the board that he is holding 
monthly data review meetings by grade level and 
monitoring the progress made by struggling students. 
Todd also brought up the idea of starting an NASP 


(National Archery in the Schools Program) in 
Hickman County. Todd reported that the first step to 
starting the program is for the administration to agree 
to offer NASP archery. Then instructors will need to 
be trained. He said the typical initial investment from 
the school is about $3,000. 

Hickman County High School Principal Kevin 
Estes told the board that Joyce Jackson evaluated 
the high school on September 11 based on the four 
cornerstones of the Teacher Effectiveness Framework. 
The four cornerstones are organization, rules, and 
procedures; positive relationships; engagement and

“We didn’t even have 
copy machines when I 
started,” Farlee recalls. “We 
used carbon paper and a 
mimeograph machine for 
copying.” 

In 1981, finance officer 
Mary Ruth Spraggs retired 
and Susan was awarded the 
position, one that she would 
hold for more than 33 years. 
Dr. Ed Wright, superintendent 
at the time, told Susan that his 
main concern with her taking 
the job was her young age - 
she was 27 at the time, but 
her age also represented an 
advantage because she was 
able to make the job a long¬ 
term career rather than a job. 

When asked what she will 
miss most about the board 
office, Susan said that she 
will miss the people she 
works with every day. Farlee 
and Connie Wilson have 
worked together in the office 
for 33 years and have shared 
countless memories.

The students will revisit 
these goals throughout the 
semester to see if they are closer 
to achieving them. 


Fulton County Life Skills are 
being taught to third, fourth, 
sixth, and eighth grade students 
this semester. The fifth and 
seventh grade students will 
begin the series next semester. 

Fulton Independent Life Sills 
are for students in the seventh 
and eighth grades. The seventh 
graders started with self-image 
and how it affects behavior. 
They are also talking about 
what a goal is and the difference 
between a short-term goal and a 
long-term goal. 

Fifth and sixth graders 
at Fulton Independent are 
participating in a series called 
Smart Mouth. This curriculum 
is about smokeless tobacco 
prevention. They were asked to 
participate in an activity where 
they held a Tootsie Roll in their 
mouth for one class period. This 
was a real eye opener to the 
students to see how that would 
feel in their mouth and how it 
can cause damage to their teeth 
and gums.

Response to Letter to Editor 

I appreciate the concerns 
raised by Mr. Jennings and 
Candidate Rosemary Jones 
in last week’s papers. Please 
afford me the opportunity to 
give what I believe are very 
valid and appropriate responses 
for appropriate decisions made 
by the Fiscal Court. 

First, in regard to the roads 
that will be paved this fall. 
Yes the roads being paved 
this fall are roads on which 
Magistrate Roberts and I live. 
THAT IS THE REASON they 
have not already been paved. 
Lewis Lane has at least six (6) 
significant weak spots where 
large trucks have damaged it. 
I have been trying to convince 
the court for three (3) years that 
the road needs to be restructured 
and repaved in those areas, and 
Magistrate Roberts would not 
agree to it because he lives on 
the road. Neither Cunningham 
nor Grubbs subdivision has 
been paved in over 15 years. 
Magistrate J.D. Barclay had 
those last paved when he was 
in office. If one takes a close 
look at those roads, he will 
find that there are significant 
breaches, cracks and holes in 
some of those roads, but, as 
with Magistrate Roberts, I have 
not permitted a discussion about 
repaving those in the last 15 
years because I live in that part 
of the county. It has not been 
fair and appropriate that the 
residents that live in that part 
of the county on those roads 
have not had their roads better 
maintained simply because they 
had elected officials living near 
them. Additionally, there are 
more homes per mile on all of 
these roads than on any other 
county road in the county road 
system. For these reasons, it is 
more than appropriate that the 
people living in this part of the 
county be taken care of as well. 

Secondly, let me give an 
explanation in regard to our 
actions in the work at the track. 
First, it has always been our 
practice to try to do business 
with entities in Hickman County 
who do any particular type 
of work. We are not aware of 
any other business in Hickman 
County that does this work 
other than that owned by Shadd 
Byassee and his son. But as we 
have done in the past, we sought 


similar prices from other out of 
county providers for the same 
service. Mr. Byassee lives in 
Hickman County and is willing 
to do this work at a lower cost 
than any other provider. It is 
our position to do all we can 
to keep Hickman County tax 
money here by doing business 
with Hickman Countians and 
getting work done at the lowest 
possible price. 

Finally, the road department 
does work taking care of the 
county road system. That cost 
is paid for out of the county 
road fund with dollars received 
from the state of Kentucky and 
the County Road Aid program. 
Work on the running track 
cannot be legally paid for out 
of the county road fund. It 
will have to be paid for with 
general fund dollars which are 
already very thin because of 
significantly increased costs 
in providing services like 
Ambulance Service, Senior 
Citizens services, jail issues, 
etc. The county cannot afford 
and would not want to incur 
a large general fund expense 
necessary to buy the equipment 
to do this job that needs to be 
done only every five (5) to ten 
(10) years. 

Again, thank you for the 
opportunity to share this 
information with our public. 
The current fiscal court and I 
work hard to get the county’s 
projects done by Hickman 
County citizens and businesses 
whenever possible at the lowest 
possible cost to the taxpayer. 
We all think that is our job and 
is important. It is clear now 
that the voters now in District 1 
have the opportunity to vote for 
someone who does not agree 
that to be an important priority. 
It appears Candidate Rosemary 
Jones would hire someone from 
outside Hickman County and 
even pay them more to boot. 
Not me, and not this court. 
I’ve never really been called 
“a good old boy”, but if using 
Hickman County individuals 
and businesses to get work done 
with fewer tax dollars is part 
of the “good old boy system”, 
count me in.

I hope 
all farmers will take an extra 
moment to think about working 
as safely as possible during Farm 


Safety and Health Week and 
throughout the year.” 

The Kentucky Department 
of Agriculture’s Farm and 
Home Safety Program is 
commemorating this special 
week with a series of safety 
demonstrations at high schools 
across the state. The first “Rally 
for Life” was held Thursday at 
Central Hardin High School. 
Events are scheduled Monday 
at Owen County High School, 
Wednesday at Graves County 
High School, and Oct. 2 at LaRue 
County High School. Each rally 
will begin at 1 p.m. local time 
and will feature a rescue from a 
mock all-terrain vehicle accident 


with local emergency responders 
treating students acting as 
“victims.” 

Kentucky recorded 14 farming- 
related fatalities in 2013, down 
from 22 in 2011 and 50 in 
1995. On a percentage basis, 
farming remains one of the most 
dangerous occupations in the 
nation, according to the National 
Institute for Occupational Safety 
and Health. ATV safety has 
emerged as a major issue in 
Kentucky; the Consumer Product 
Safety Commission reported that 
Kentucky was third in the nation 
with 119 ATV-related fatalities 
from 2009-2012.

Students learn real-life 
application for grammar 


Mrs. Anne Pettit’s students 
recently participated in a 
unique activity in class. After 
completing a chapter on subject/ 
verb agreement and pronoun 
antecedent agreement, Pettit 
felt that the students needed an 
exercise to show them a real- 
life application of what they 
had recently learned. 

She divided the class into 
groups and instructed the 
students to come up with an 
original product of their own 
creation. The groups then had 
to create a presentation script 
to give to a group of possible 
investors, persuading them to 
invest in the group’s product 
in order to fund manufacturing 


and marketing of their new 
product.

After battling it out with 
region teams in the All “A” 
Classic in Paducah and going 
2-3 on September 13, the 
Lady Falcons won two district 
matches last week to extend 
their district record to 4-0 this 
season. 

The Hickman County squad 
started the week of play by 
traveling to Carlisle County, 
where they beat the Lady 
Comets in three out of four 
games with scores of 25-9, 18- 
25, 25-18, and 25-12. 

The Lady Falcons had 
previously beaten Carlisle 
County on August 28, and are 
2-0 against the Lady Pilots 
this year. This was the 14th 
consecutive win over the Lady 
Comets for Hickman County, 
who hasn’t been beaten by 
Carlisle County since 2009.
